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1. Thore are about 3,000 reserve officers living in tents on the outskirts of 
Sofia who are undergoing courses of advanced training. It is reported that 
they have recently b-cn joined by Soviet officers, Thess Soviet officers 
arrived during the latter part of July. 


2. On 8 August, new individual draft calls were issued for Bulgarian reservists. 
It is not yet knorm whother these reservists are officers or enlisted men. 


3. The barracks of 1 and 6 Infantry Regiments of 1 Division of Sofia are empty 
at the present time.
